. Forty-throe Death* In Michigan. 


VICTORIA, B. C., May 27.—A terrible ac- 


oSdent occurred here yesterday by a bridge 
giving way, carrying a crowded street car 
with it. A sham flght and review was to 
take place at Macaulay Point, near Es- 
quimault, In the afternoon, and crowds 
were 'making their way there. All the 
tram care wera packed. • Two cars left 
Government street with upwards of a 
hundred people. The first got over Point 
Elite bridge safelj, but when the other 
wag about half way over the middle span 
of the bridge, about 150 feet in length, gave 
way and the car plunged into the water, 
100 feet-below. The car- was completely 
submerged and all on board were drowned, 
wit|i the exception of some of those on the 
platform, who managed to save them- 
selves by swimming. 
There were cer- 


tainly over fifty lives lost.

got up, and the work of idejittflcation is 
proceeding.

BOAT UPSET AT CAIRO, IIXS. 


It ResalU in the Drowning of Fourteen 


of the Passengers. 


CAIRO, Dls., May 27.—A hurricane and 


cloudburst struck this city yesterday. 
Fourteen lives were lost by the sinking of 
the steam ferryboat Katharine. Five miles 
of telegraph poles were blown down on the 
Mobile and Ohio railway. The Opera 
House and Union depot were unroofed. 
Numbers of trees were destroyed and signs 
blown downrbut no houses were destroyed 
or lives lost in the city. 


The storm oame up very suddenly from 


the northwest. The ferryboat had just 
started from Cairo and was ^till in the 
Ohio river and near the Illinois shore.

WIBORG'S SENTENCE AFFIRMED. 
Bot the Supreme Comrt Reverses the Con- 


Tlction of the Horaa's Mates. 


WASHINGTON, May 38.—Chief Justice 


Fuller yesterday delivered the opinion of 
the supreme court in the case of the United 
States vs. J. H. S. Wiborg, captain of the 
Horsa, and Mates Johansen and Petersen. 


Wiborg, with hie associates, is accused 


of attempting to land arms surreptitiously 
in Cuba. They were found guilty under 
the neutrality laws in the United States 
court at Philadelphia.

A Harvest ot the Sea. 


Along the northwest coast of Ireland, 


on the borders of the Atlantic, dwells 
a hardy race of men, whose chief occu- 
pation, when not oogoged in fishing, 
consists in the manufacture of "kelp." 


This "kelp" is of great commercial 


importance, as from it is obtained 
nearly all our iodine—a body in vast 
use in medicine. 


During the winter months the kelp- 


burners set out in their frail little 
"curragha" (small canoe-like boats, 
about twelve feet long, made of can- 
vas, and, proceeding along the coast, 
fill the boats with seaweed, from which 
the kelp is made. In this they are as- 
sisted by the women, who, bare-head* 
ed and shoeless, take their turn regu- 
lar ly at the oars, and are almost as ex- 
pert at it as the men. 


After a storm is the time selected for 


obtaining the seaweed, as by the force 
of the waves it has been torn up from 
its bed and is cast in along the shore 
in large quantities. 


When the boats are laden the sea- 


weed is brought to a small creek and 
there placed in heaps out of reach of 
the tide. From this it is carried in 
creels on the backs of men and women 
to a point farther inland, where it has 
to undergo a process of drying. 


The drying consists in exposing it 


to the sun and wind, and the better to 
do this they have rows of loose stones 
laid, about twenty yards in length and 
a few feet in height. Along the tops 
of these they scatter the seaweed. 


The drying takes months, so that 


spring is well'advanced ere it is ready 
for. burning. This does not matter, 
however, as, owing to the fuel—the 
peat or turf got from the bogs at hand 
—not being yet cut or dried (or "win,"

This is the "kelp." 


It is then broken into blocks about 


fourteen inches square and brought 
by boat to the villages, where it is 
sold, to be shipped to more profitable 
markets.— Tit-Bite.

most called for at the Congressional 
Library would

ninety per cent, of the novel reading 
public throughout the United States.

COBN GBOWN WITH POTATOES. 


For three yeare,states a Connecticut 


farmer, I have raised corn for the silo 
on the same land with my potatoes, 
with good result. I manure well for 
potatoes and fertilize in the drill. I 
plow and harrow deeply, furrow out 
the rows three feet apart, put in ferti- 
lizer and brash it in, and drop the 
seed twelve inches apart. Then har- 
row likely crosswise, and in a week 
lengthwise, and when the potatoes be- 
gin to wrick through, harrow agam; by 
this time the land is mellow—if not 
too wet—and has no weeds. When 
you see the weeds begin to sprout, 
start your cultivator, go slow close to 
the plant; then in a fows days use a 
horse hoe for ridging the covers the 
weed in the hills. As the weeds are 
small, this will save hand hoeing. Af- 
ter the weeds are killed—say in from 
three to six days—then cultivate to 
bring down this ridge. Then ridge 
again at the right time, and just be- 
fore the vir.es fall, sow a Jjttle ferti- 
lizer between the rows; run the culti- 
vator through, shutting it >s closely 
as yon can, say from four to six inches; 
then run your horse corn planters, set 
to one kernel in four inches, after 
which it needs no care till ready for 
the silo. If everything works well, 
the potatoes are through growing when 
the corn is ten or twelve inches high, 
and the potatoes will cover the ground 
so no weeds will start. I think the 
corn shades the ground, and prevents 
the potatoes from rotting. I cut two 
rows in fifteen or twenty, feed this 
corn to the cows and dig the potatoes, 
making a. road over which to draw 
the corn to the silo.—New England 
Homestead.

should be given with bulky foods as 
bran, clover, cabbage, beets, etc.

Young chicks thrive better when fed 


on it, but it must not be fed too liber- 
ally as it may cause indigestion. 


Some cook the bones and meat be- 


fore they cut them, making the cut- 
ting much easier and the bones easier 
to digest. 
One ounce to a hen fed two 


or three times a week makes a good 
average for feeding, but much depends 
upon the flock and other conditions. 


The bones cannot be ground, but 


must be cut by a machine for that pur- 
pose called a "bone cutter." 
They 


can be had for §5 to $12 that do good 
work and will pay themselves in a 
short time. 


To those who have never seen cut 


green bone I will say that it much re- 
sembles ground sausage meat when cut 
very fine. 


Green cut bone is also used, by mix- 


ing withcornmeal and baking, to feed 
dogs. 


In summer when the hens have a 


free range a little green bone in the 
morning nnd a little wheat or grain ol 
some kind at night will be all they 
will need, the amount to give depend- 
ing on the range they have.—Farm,

HOW A SMALI, CHEESE IS MADE. 


The milk should be at a heat of 


eighty degrees, and the rennet for 100 
pounds of milk will be two ounces. A 
good rennet is made in this way: One 
sliced lemon and six ounces of salt are 
put in a quart of boiling water and 
left two hours. This is strained and 
set to cool. When cold, one stomach 
of a sucking calf, cleaned of its con- 
tents, but not washed, and well salted 
and dried, is soaked in the liquid for 
twelve hours. This liquid is then 
bottled for use. Two ounces of it is 
sufficient for IflO pounds of milk. The 
curd will be made in an hour or less, 
and when it is stiff enough to be lifted 
by the finger and break across it is 
ready for the press. The curd is care- 
fully dipped out with a strainer to get 
it separated fiom the whey, and put 
in a clean cloth and drained for an 
hour. It is then broken by the hand 
and salted, and then put in a mold 
and pressed by setting a weight on it 
When it is eolid enough to be lifted 
easily it is taken out of the mold and 
Wrapped with a bandage of cloth. It 
is then set on a clean board on a table

DO YOU KNOW?

At a recent meeting which the writer 


attended the question of how much if 
cost to keepcowe, figuring the feed 
consumed at market rates, and how 
much the receipts of the dairy were 
for the year 1895 was asked. Onlv 
one man in the audience could tell. 
Only three men had any idea of the 
individual excellences of their cows, 
so that they could tell which was the 
best or poorest cow. Will this plan 
of dairying bring prosperity to the 
farmer? Has any industry ever suc- 
ceeded when there was no definite plan 
or accurate knowledge about it? What 
the dairy industry needs more than 
any other thing is individual study of 
the conditions, not of the Nation, but 
of the farm itself, and to see if the 
farm, farmer and dairy are in harmony 
with the market conditions which con- 
front this prod acer. There must be 
more downright, hard study in the 
matter. In this day and generation 
there is no excuse for two men to live 
side by side and the dairy of one pro- 
duce twice as much milk as that of the 
other. The difference 13 exactly the 
conception of the two men in regard 
to their business, and that difference 
ifii simply the result on the one hand 
of honest inquiry and application of 
acquired knowledge, and a halting, 
listless policy of putting off till to- 
morrow what should have been done 
to-day. Bight in connection with this 
is another great fault, which is au 
outgrowth of lack of knowledge, that 
of wasteful feeding of stock, and worse, 
ictual destruction of good food, which 
by better information, could have been 
turned into good money and a benefit 
received. What tbe result is now is a 
large loss. Feed now means money 
in a double sense; stock food, and a 
money value from its feeding, besides 
fertility. This is not u plea for more 
cows and more food, but less cows 
which^ivefar more milk, and food so 
fed that there is a visible gain seen 
and realized from its feeding. Tons 
upon tons of good food are wasted 
every month by reason of its being 
fed to worthless animals, non-produc- 
ing or not paying for their food and 
deteriorating every day in value, fed 
to stock for the simple purpose of 
maintenance and not growth; and so 
on through the list. All this results 
from lack of cultured intelligence ap- 
m^i« *he ditectio* ol economy. 
This falls on the dairymen quite as 
heavily as on any other producing 
class, and largely from cows that cost 
large money to keep and return small 
incomes in comparison. Have you 
caught the idea; that larger profits 
can only come from a better cow, 
cheaper fed and better cared for, and 
yet finer produce offered to the con 
sumer?—Practical Farmer.

•cil of the American Protective Asso- 
ciation, hi'ld in Washington during 
the last len days, was not attended with 
•entire harmony. 
After the adjourn- 


ment of the regular session, delegates 
(claiming to represent twenty states, 
held a mass meeting and passed reso- 
lutions condemning the methods used 
by i he friend of McKinley'in having 
him endorsed as an acceptible presi- 
dential candidate, and. pledged them- 
selves to use their influence to accom- 
m's defeat. 


If this disruption in the A/P. A. is 


the beginning of its end as a secret po- 
litical organization, the candidacy of 
McKinlej has at least done some good 
already. 
While we do not pretend to 


be familiar with all the principles and 
objects of this organization, it is enough 
to know that it seeks to'control the 
elections of the country through secret 
methods, which, in itself, is so entirely 
un American as to bring it within the 
condemnation of all fair and liberal 
minded, men. 


Secret societies in them selves, when 


established for the promulgation of 
great principles, for the good of society 
.and the country, or for the purpose of 
iclieving the distress and furthering the 
interests of their members, certainly 
deserve to prosper and are in no sense 
a menace to anybody or anything. 
It 


is safe to say that when they do not 
have some great and worthy underly- 
ing object, they must sooner or later 
succumb. Politics as we know it, is 
bad enough, secret enough and corrupt 
enough, without the organization of 
special secret organizations to further 
thwait the free and open expression ot 
opinion, so necessary to the safety ot 
our form of government. 


As we view the situation, there is no 


necessity in this country for the A. P. 
A. as we understand it. It is true, it 
tseems to be powerful, and probably 
has some worthy objects which have 
attracted as members a great many 
people, yet the verdict of the country 
will surely assert itself against it, unless 
it breaks of its own accord before that 
•time comes, and the Washington meet- i 
ing seems to have been the entering 
wedge to that end. No political pow- 
er which fails to publish openly its 
principles, deserves to thrive on Amer- 
ican soil.

Before she knew it the entire army 


had retreated to Washington. Sho es- 
caped under cover of the darkness and 
made her way alone to Washington, 
reaching camp twenty-four hoars after 
her company. Her coolness on tiiia oc- 
casion and her general conduct as a 


ROM time to time 
.stories are told of 
women who served 
as soldiers during 
the Civil War—but 
records of the de- 
partment at Wash- 
ington are silent 
concerning most of 
them. 
There are 


authenticated, and 


only two, of women, commissioned by 
he Government who served disguised 
as men. 


In "Michigan in the War," a histor- 


rical sketch of the Michigan regiments 
which served, carefully compiled by 
the Adjutant-General, there is an allu- 
sion to Frank Thompson, which says: 
"In Company F, Second Michigan, 
there enlisted at Flint, Franklin 
Thompson (or Frank, as usually 
called), aged twenty, ascertained af- 
terward and about the time he left 
the regiment to have been a female, 
and a good looking one at that. She 
succeeded in concealing her Bex mott 
admirably, serving in various cam- 
paigns and battles of the regiment as 
a soldier. She remained with her com- 
mand until April, 1863, when, it is 
supposed, she apprehended a disclos- 
ure of her sex and deseited." 


Such in brief is the history which is 


attached to the record of Sarah E. E. 
Seeleye (born Edmonds) in the war 
department. 
She was able to serve 


two years as a man before she was 
forced to desert in order to conceal 
her sex. But she found her way back 
into the service in another capacity, 
and served throughout the entire war. 


She shared all the trials and priva- 


tions which befell her regiment; par- 
ticipated in the first battle of Bull 
Ran; followed McClellan through the 
Penmsult* campaign, and was never 
absent from duty while wearing the 
blue. 
Her captain said years after 


the war that she was driven from 
home by a stepmother when only six- 
teen years old, and that she adopted 
male attire and was a publishing house 
canvasser. He also says she made a 
tour of Canada, reaching Flint, Mich., 
in time to enlist. Her sex was never 
suspected and her desertion was the 
topic of eveiy camp fire, for Frank- 
lin was a great favorite, this deser- 
tion was never satisfactorily accounted 
for. She claims she was constrained 
to dress as a man and become a sol- 
dier through a strong impulse which 
she could not resist. 


She says of that period: ••! had no 


other motive in enlisting than love for 
suffering humanity. I felt called to 
go and do what I could for the de- 
fense of the right; if I could not fight 
I could take the place of some one who 
could and thus add one more eoldier 
to the ranks. 1 had no desire to be 
promoted to any office; I went with no 
other ambition than to nurse the sick 
and care for the wounded. I had in- 
herited from my mother the rare gift 
of nursing, and when not too weary 
snd exhausted there was a magnetic 
power in my hand* to soothe delirium." 


Actuated only by each motives, she 


enlisted under the name of Fxankhn 
Thompson as a private soldier in com- 
pany F, Second Michigan Infantry 
Volunteer* about tho 25th of Hay, 
1861, nnd was mustered into the ser- 
vice by Lieutenant-Colonel J. R 
Smith, U. S. A. At first the enlisted 
for three months and afterward for 
three yeais or during the war. 


Her first duty was at Fort Wayne.

soldier led to her detail shortly after 
as mail carrier to the Second Michi- 
gan, and subsequently postmaster and 
mail carrier tor the brigade to which 
the Second Michigan was attached. In 
this capacity the went to the peninsula 
with General McClellan's army and re- 
mained there as postmaster and mail 
carrier all through tbe campaign. 


During this disastrous campaign she 


bore herself bravely and welL While 
Torktown was besieged she carried 
the mail on horseback for. the brigade 


! from Fortress Monroe—letters, papers 
and packages averaging from two to 
three bushels each trip—the distance 
being about twenty-five or thirty 
miles. 
Owing to the condition of the 


roads, she was often compelled to 
spend the night along the roadside. 
When she first began her trips it was 
reported that the bushwhackers hac 
murdered a mail carrier OB that roaJ 
shortly before and robbed the mail 
The report seemed to hare some foun- 
dation, for in the most lonely part she 
found the ground still strewn with 
fragments of letters and papers. She 
was at the battle of Williamsburg, bnt 
was sick when the battle of Fair Oaks 
occurred. 


While the army lay in front of Bieh- 


mond the floods frequently carried 
away the bridges over the Chickahom- 
iny and the young mail carrier was 
more than once obliged to swim her 
horse across the swift, running stream. 
Often she sat in the saddle drenched 
for hours, sometimes remaing all night 
by the roadside watching for daylight 
to pick her way through the danger- 
ous mndholes through which tbe male 
teams had wallowed. 
She was in the 


seven days' fight crossing the penin- 
sula to tbe James Biter a*d store than 
once barely escaped with her life. 


At one place she was ordered to pro- 


cure some stores from a ~ 
and while there 
two ftre% tbe 


turned unhnrt. After the army went 
into camp at Harrison's Landing she 
resumed her old duties of postmaster, 
and when the army left the peninsula 
came to Alexandria with her company. 
The company was eent up the Shenan- 
doah Valley and sTue went > to a hos- 
pital. 
She rejoined her command, 


though, in time to take part in the 
second battle of Ball Kan. She was nt 
Fredericksburg and at the battle acted 
as orderly to General O. M. Poe. 


About the/ middle of March, 1863, 


•she accompanied her company to Ken- 
tucky. 
Here she was debilitated bv 


the chills and fever. 
She applied fcr '• 


a furlough, bnt it was refused, and 
fearing that her eex might be discov- 
ered, she deserted. She reached Ober-, 
Hn, Ohio, some time in April, and for 
four weeks wore the costume of a pri- 
vate soldier. Then she went back to 
petticoats again and has never been 
in disguise since. Civil life had too 
few attractions for her, and soon after 
she returned to Hospital duty once

The diag- 
nosis set against his name was "sexual 
incompatibility and remittent fever." 
December 3. 1862, Charles Freeman 
was discharged "as a woman in dis- 
guise as a soldier." In the war de- 
partment this diagnosis u regarded as 
the gem of the hospital records. These 
two are the only esses of women, dis- 
guised as men, entering the aroiy that 
are known on the records. There may 
be more, but if so, the department 
knows them not—Chicago Record.

On March 27. 1893, a package con-

Holes were 


punched through the package for can- 
cellation, and it was then cut iu two 
in the customary fashion, one set oi 
halves being sent to the office of the 
Secretary of tte Treasury and the 
other set to the office of the Register. 
Both sets counted up only $50,000, in-

Of course, the per- 


son who did up the notes, and marked 
them $51,000 was responsible, but it 
is hardly practicable to subtract 
$1000 from the wages of a clerk who 
gets only $1000 a year.

United States, E. H. Nebeker, made 
good the sum out of his own pocket. 
If any money disappears anywhere in 
the accounts of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, the Treasurer mast go down in 
his clothes and square it 


Frauds on the redemption division 


of the Treasury are constantly being 
tried. 
What are called "drawer 


scraps" are presented almost every 
day with demands for new money in 
exchange. These are tbe torn-off frag- 
ments of notes which are found in tills 
and cash drawers. A young man em- 
ployed in a New York bank once sent 
in a box full of them, claiming $200. 
They were the result of many sweep- 
ings carefully accumulated. 
Unfor- 


tunately, they represented $1000 or 
more, if anything, and the youth was 
lacky to escape prison. An Ohio wo- 
man not long ago mailed to the Treas- 
ury a number of rolled-up pellets of 
paper, which she said represented a $5 
note torn up by a child. 
The pellets 


were straightened out and found to be 
thirteen centre strips cut lengthwise 
from as many bills. It is hardJy neces- 
sary to Buy that the woman got noth- 
ing in return. 
People seem to think 


that Uncle Sam is precious green; at 
the came time the redemption division 
does get cheated now and then, un- 
doubtedly.—Philadelphia Times.

sized ones for wiping the window, and 
then she set to work. She was daintily 
dressed, but was as fresh when she 
was through as when she begun. The 
window was robbed well with kero- 
sene and water nnd then wiped with 
one towel and polished with another. 
It shone like a diamond, and I was 
convinced of the utility of kerosene, 
although it still seemed more than 
miraculous, as the kerosene ought by 
good rights to leave it smeary and 
dull, to my notion.

Tbe question is frequently asked: 


What is a vegetarian community to 
use instead of leather? 
Of course

substances will certainly take their 
place.

SOAKING CLOTHES. 


Before putting clothes in soak re- 


member to remove all stains. Fruits 
stains and coffee etains may be re- 
moved by cold water. Iron rust is 
one of the stains which may be left 


II after the washing, as washing does 


not seem to set it perceptibly. It can 
be taken out at any time by laying the 
stain over a board in the hot sun, cov- 
ering it with salt and saturating it 
with lemon juice. Slight mildew stains 
will yield to the same treatment 


A rusty or soiled iron is a very un- 


satisfactory arti jle to use. All flatirons 
should be washed at least two or three 
times a year in warm water in, which a 
tablespoonfnl of lard to the gallon is 
melted. Wipe them dry and set them 
in a warm place till every drop ol 
moisture is gone. Irons should be 
kept in a clean place, away from the 
dust, where it as perfectly dry, but it 
is very bad practice to allow them to 
lie abont the stove, as some house- 
keepers do. Standing continually on 
the stove destroys the temper, of* the 
iron, and irons that have lost their 
temper will not retain their-heat one- 
half as long as those which have been 
properly cared for. 


The best iron holders are those 


made of cotton bed ticking. Do not 
make them too thick. Two layers ol 
wood stitched between two pieces of 
bed ticking make* an iron holder 
which is chick enough for all practical 
purposes, and is not too clumsy to be 
put through the wash. Keep four or 
five holders in use, and give the irooer 
a fresh supply for each ironing. Do 
not wait till the holders are greasy and 
stiff before they are put through the 
wash. Everything in connection with 
the laundry should be kept spotlessly 
clean. Keep two covers to the ironing 
board and two ironing sheets, so that 
a fresh cover and sheet may be had 
whenever the one in use may be 
soiled. It is na economy to use old 
sheets for this purpose. It costs but 
little to buy heavy unbleached muslin 
from which to make these eheets. Old 
sheets are soon ironed into rags when 
used up in this way, and there are 
many other ways of utilizing old cot- 
ton.—Baltimore Sun.

Then pour m the 
milk and beat rapidly until very light 
Pour into buttered muffin rings and 
bake in a quick oven.
